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A CANOE VOYAGE 


The other day there landed at the 
port of New York one of the most 
remarkable vessels that ever came 
from a foreign country/ 
It was a 
fifteen-foot 
canoe, 
weighing 
55 
pounds, with a 32-inch 
beam 
and 
drawing four inches of water. 
The 
captain 
and 
crew 
consisted 
of 
George H. G. Smyth, 
of 
Toronto, 
Canada. 
He nad paddled this tiny 
craft, 1,350 miles dow'n the Atlantic 
coast, from Cape Breton, N. S., taking 
the outside passage and risking the 
open sea. 
The voyage required 41 days. That 
seems like slow travel, in this age of 
fast steamers and express yachts, but 
by any normal standard is not bad. 
It means 32 miles a day, which is 
farther than most men w'ould care to 
walk 
The feat inevitably recalls the ex­ 
ploratory tours of the 
old 
French 
voyageurs. 
It proves again that the 
canoe, with all its fragility, 
is 
a 
wonderfully dependable craft for the 
person that masters it, ami just as 
good for transportation as for sport. 
Canoeing is still the normal mode 
of locomotion in northern Canada. 
In more settled regions, especially in 
this country, it is in danger of being 
killed off by the outboard motor, the 
substitute of the lazy or hurried per­ 
son for paddling or rowing. 
From 
the standpoint of sport, at least, that 
is a great pity. 
There is no finer exercise than pad­ 
dling a canoe, and no sport which, 
amid .suitable 
surroundings, 
brings 
more pleasure. 
It is particularly de­ 
sirable for a generation that tends to 
spend mote and more of its time, 
whether on land or water, sitting be­ 
hind steering wheels.
